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Voice Your Objections When You Have Any; The 
Law Allows You To 


Every once in a while there appears 
under the legal notices in the Towns- 
man an ad or two about town hear- 
ings. Sometimes they are about appli- 
cations for liquor licenses; sometimes 
they may be petitions for gasoline 
storage permits; sometimes they may 
ask for an adaptation of the zoning 
laws to a particular structure; and 
the most familiar of course are the 
town warrants containing notice of 
the town meetings, annual or special. 

There is a very good reason for the 
legal requirement that these notices 
be published a certain number of 
days, usually seven, before the hear- 
ing. It gives due warning that unless 
some good objection is advanced to 
the petition, the chances are that the 
request will be granted. It means that 
those who might possibly object to a 
certain petition are told that that cer- 
tain petition has been presented and 
that there will be an opportunity for 
them to present their objections at 
a stated time. 

The law does its part; too often the 
citizens who would object do not 
take advantage of the opportunity 
that the law provides. They see the 
notice of course, and they discuss it 
with their neighbors or with the fel- 
low on the street. They form an 
opinion that the petition should not 
be granted, and then when the night 


a 


of the hearing arrives, only the peti- 
tioner appears. The request is granted 
by the selectmen or whichever gov- 
erning board may be concerned, and 
then the objector goes right on ob- 
jecting. The board is criticized for 
granting the request on every street 
corner in town, but if the petition was 
ill-advised, it’s only the would-have- 
been objector’s fault if it is granted. 


A citizen who grumbles about 


what officials do without taking the 
pains to let the officials know how he 
feels, at a hearing, in town meeting, or 
otherwise, is certainly not performing 
his duty as a citizen. Don’t just tell 
your next-door neighbor that you 
think it would hurt the community 
to have a liquor establishment in this 
spot or a gasoline tank in that spot; 
it’s not your neighbor that has the 
say as to whether the petitions 
should be granted. The town officials 
do that, and it is up to the citizens 
to let the town officials know what 
their objections are. 


Many things have happened in 


Andover which have not helped the 
town any, just because citizens who 
disapproved insisted on not disap- 
proving publicly before the proper 
officials. Those who have objections 
should either present them or keep 
quiet after their neglect has brought 
about the undesired result.
